and dynamite, confessed today that he 
was responsible for the crime. Later, 
Frank Kiser, another suspect, also con- 
fessed, The result of their act was the 
wiping out of five lives and the injury of 
halfa hundred others, besides the des- 
truction of property valued at $500,000. 
When it became known that Reeves 
had confessed, a mob gathered at the 
county jail for the purpose of iynching 
him, but he was spirited from the jail 
by officers and taken to Denver in a 
carriage. The public has not been in- 
formed of Kiser’s confession, Frank 
Kiser says that during a discussion of 
the Culorado and Southern strike the 
suggestion was made that the crowd set 
fire to some of the oompany’s property. 
Acting upon this suggestion they went 
down to the yards and set fire toa cab- 
oose belonging to the company,and from 
this blaze the depot caught. The ex- 
plosion of several hundred ponnds of 
dynamite loaded on one of the cars near 
by caused the loss of life and great 
destruction of property.
